Pſalme, where 
Dauid declareth that the bleſſednes of mũ 
conlifteth in this, that God alloweth his 
tighteouſnes without wozks ſaping:Hap- 
py are they whoſe iniquities are for- 
giuen, and whoſe ſinnes are couered. 
Happy is the man vnto whom the lord 
ſhall impute no ſinne. Sting then that 
the life and bleſſednes that God doth offer 
vs by his pꝛomiſes, are not graunted vnto 
vs in lieu and fauour of any merits o2 ver- 
tue, that is in man. But by the only arace

This Jeſus chaift did teach, when 
ſpeaking of his ſherpe hee ſatth : that ther 
heare his voice, and follow him, and pet 
fo: all that hee giueth them eternal life. 
Signiſivng thereby, that it is freely geuen 
chem, and ol a pure gift and not in lieue oz 
reſpec, that they haue heard his voice and 
followed his traces. This map alſo be gaz 
thered, out ol the woꝛds of Moiſes, in the 
20. of Exodus, where God p2onuleth to 
ſhew mercy. vppon thouſandes towardes 
them that loue him and keep hiscomman- 
dements:Whereby we muſt note, that he 
doth not pꝛomiſe his ſeruantes any other 
recompence foꝛ their god derdes, but to 
ſhew mercy towards them and their po⸗ 
ſterity. And as much may we obſerue in 
the 24. Pſalme. Wher the Pꝛophet ſpea# 
king of thoſe, that went vp to the hill ol 
the Lode, faith, that it ſhalbe, He bach 
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hath W and à pure 
-which hath not lift vppe his mind vnto 
iniquity, nor ſworne deceitfully: anda 
utle after he ſaith: He ſhal receiue a bleſs 
ſing from the Lord, and righteouſnes 
from the God of bis ſaluation, This is 
the generation of them that ſerke hun, ol 
them that ſceke the face ol the God of Ja⸗ 
cob:to giue vs to vnderſtand that whatſo- 
euer we haue done to obey God to waſhe 
our hearts from all wicked thoughtes and 
affections, and our hands from all wicked 
wozkes, to humble our ſelues under the 
hand of God, and to pꝛeſume nothing of 
our ſelues no of our owne vertues, not⸗ 
withſtanding al this wee cannot goe vppe 
into the hill ol the Loꝛd, but onely by the 
gracious fauour that hee ſhall ſhewe vnto 
vs, and by the merciful dealing that it ſhal 
pleaſe him to vſe towards vs. And this is 
the belt thing to comfo2t vs withal, and to 
put our hope in full aſſurance : that it bee 
grounded vppon his mercy t truth, which 
are firme andimmutable, and not vppon 
the merites and woꝛthines ol our woꝛkes 
and vertues, which are very vnpertect.

Il then wee dobutlanauthin this 
woꝛlde where wee line as pane ſtrangers 
in exile amongſt a munber of barbarous 
and rude people, ought wir not to bee 
full glad, when God calleth vs away to 
reclatme us into our own.comntry, where, 
with our bꝛethꝛen, the Patriarches, the 
P2ophets, Apoſtles, and Partirs,'x o all 
other bleſſed ſpirita, we ſhal peaceably en- 
toy togither the glo2p, honour, traſt, reit, 
and alt that perfect felicttie that he pꝛomi- 
ſed and pꝛepared in his kingdome fo? all 
bis elect, A maruell then that men, pea 
the fatthfull themſelues , ha are not on- 
to inſtracted by the wozd of God; but al- 
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and bought vp in the houſe of our 

— Father, with bzead of Aun⸗ 
a nnn, after the example of Lots 
wife, we cannot foꝛgo the infamous plea- 
fares of our Sodome, but we had rather 
periſh with them , then to be ſaued in loꝛ⸗ 
laking them. Do lamentable is our caſe, 
that we may ſap ol our ſelues with the ho⸗ 

94 
mong the people, and ye fooles when 
will ye — 2 Foz what maketh vs 
make ſo great account ofthis woꝛld, and 
that which is in it, but a dannable de⸗ 
it maketh vs often times take light ſoz 
darkenes, and darkenes foz light agame, 
ſoww2e fo2 lierte, and ſ werte fo2 ſow2e a- 
gaine2 Co the ende then that wee be not 
deceinedin our owne tudgements, wee

great diligence conſidered: the eſtate ol 
this woꝛlde, the varietie and inconſtan⸗ 
cle of humane ſpirites, the diuexſitie of 
ſtudies wt.erunto they apply themſelues, 
the mutab;litic and ſodain change of their 
counſels, 
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counſels , the ſimple iudgement that they 
haue to pꝛaiſe 02 diſp2aiſe , to eſfeme 02 
neglect, to loue oꝛ hate, to purchaſe oz dil- 
dain 02 let ſlippe thoſe things which were 
ſet befoze them in this woꝛld, hee knewe 
not only by reaſon, but alſo by experience, 
that the deſires of moſt men were but on⸗ 
ly foliſhnefſe and vanities , which they do 
as it were, warſhip , moued thereunto by 
the raſhnes and temerity of their on ap- 
petites, the which foz that they are blind, 
aud will not be directed by any god rea- 
ſon, areeaſily carried euerie where, whes

rannit:twhich they vie, being ita a mie 
rable averie, as Inhus —

doth not this plamely ſhewe, that there 
ts nothing moze true then that which Je⸗ 
ſus Chat ſapde vnto ſich ambitions fel- 
lowes: Thar which is highly eſteemed 
among men, is for the moſt part ab- 
hominable before God. And hoſo tan 
they pleaſe him ſering the gretelt part be⸗ 
leeue not in him noꝛ in Jeſus Chꝛiſt: As it 
is witten in S. Iohn. How can ye be- 
leeue, ſeeing ye ſecke glory one of an 
other, and ſeeke not the glorie that 
commeth from God alone? And in ans 
lers of Jeruſalem cormemming themieiues 
aide, is there any of all the Painces that 
hath beleened in him, meaning Jeſus

theo Q Father Lord of heauẽ & carth;;
